The Albany City Council has 
approved funds for an engineer- 
ing investigation into the possible 
installation of restrainers for the 
Buchanan overpass. 


According to City Administra- 
tor, Jim Turner, the design fac- 
tor of the overpass is a common 
one throughout the state, and has 
never had a failure until the se- 
vere earthquake in Southern Cali- 
fornia, The restrainers are now 
being used to “tie all the pieces 
together,” according to Turner. 

The Council approved the 
spending of approximately $800 
to $1200 for the evaluation, which 
will come from gas tax monies. 

Other action at Monday night’s 
meeting included: the approval 
of a license fee refund to Willie 
Sykes; the approval in a change 
of dates from: May 29 and 30, to 
May 26 and 27, for the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars’ ‘‘Buddy Poppy” 
sale; the adoption of resolutions 
appointing John Eric Palmer as 
Probationary Hoseman in the 
Fire Department, and the ap- 
pointment of Councilman Richard 
Clark to the Alameda County Li- 
brary Advisory Commission. 

An application by Stanley Fong 
of 808 Webster Street, Oakland, 
for a temporary permit to oper- 
ate a taxicab service in the City, 
received Council approval contin- 
gent on the approval of the Chief 

. Police and the City Attorney. 

Robert Elliott submitted letters 
recommending an amendment of 
the Charter to pay Councilmen 
$150 per month salary, as well as 
another urging changes in the 
City Budget and accounting sys- 
tem prior to amendment of the 
Charter.

Members of te audience, in- 
cluding residents of University 
Village, who spoke in favor of 
Rubin’s appointment, accused 
Council members of “not acting 
in a Democratic manner,” by not 
seconding the motion so it could 
get on the floor for discussion. 
Most of Rubin's backers seem 
impressed with him as an “en- 
vironmental] activist.” He is chair- 
man of the legal committee of 
the Save San Francisco Bay As- 
sociation, and was one of the 
first litigants in the area to chal- 
lenge the City of Albany in a suit 
to stop the Albany land fill. The 
suit is still pending. 
Although Rubin’s proponents 
in the audience spoke of the large 
amount of Albany residents who 
voted for him, they failed to take 
into consideration that the only 
precincts he carried were the 
three in University Village, where 
a notice had been circulated just 
prior to the election, and signed 
by the Village Committee to Elect 
Rubin, urging voters to “cast 
your vote for Herb Rubin only, 
to assure that We unseat at least 
one of the incumbents.” 
Upon being questioned by May- 
or Carlevaro, the City Attorney 
informed Council members that 
according to the State Attorney 
General, the City Charter calls 
for majority Council approval for 
commission resignations as well 
as appointments. According to 
the Charter an individual Coun- 
nominate someone 
to a commission, but his appoint- 
ment must be approved by a ma- 
jority of the Council 

In a discussion, following the 
meeting, Mayor Carlevaro stated 
that inasmuch as William John- 
son was not present at the meet- 
ing, and would have been unable 
to speak during the discussion, 
the Council did not feel it fair to 
bring the matter “on the floor” 
Although Rubin 
was in the audience he made no 
attemtp to speak.
